“A fter 9 a. m. on the 7th Septem­ 
b er, I will permit the houses in Beyne- 
Heusay, Grivegnee, and Bois-de-Breux 
to b e Inhab ited b y the persons who 
lived in them formerly, as long as 
those persons are not forb idden to fre­ 
quent these localities b y official pro­ 
hib ition. 
Prominent People Hostages. 
“In order to b e sure that the ab ove- 
mentioned permit will not b e ab used, 
the b urgomasters of Beyne-Heusay and 
of Grivegnee m ust immediately pre­ 
pare lists of prominent persons who 
will b e held as hostages for 24 hours 
each at Fort Fleron. 
Septemb er d. 
19 14, for the first time (the period of 
detention shidl b e) from 0 p. m. until 
Septemb er 7 at midday. 
“The life of these hostages depends 
on the population of the ab ove-men­ 
tioned communes remaining quiet un­ 
der all circumstances. 
“During the night it Is severely for­ 
b idden to show any luminous signals. 
Bicycles are permitted only b etween 7 
a. ra. and 5 p. m. (German time). 
“From the list which is sub mitted to 
me I shall designate prominent per­ 
sons who shall b e hostages from noon 
of one day until the following midday. 
If the sub stitute Is not there in due 
time, the hostage m ust remain anoth­ 
er 24 hours at the fort. 
After these 
24 hours the hostage will incur the 
penalty of death, if the sub stitute fails 
to appear. 
“Priests, b urgomasters, nnd the oth­ 
er memb ers of the council are to b e 
taken first as hostages. 
“I insist that all civilians w’ho move 
ab out 
in 
my 
district 
.

show 
their respect to tin« German officers b y 
taking off their b ats, or lifting their 
hands to thoir heads in military salute 
In case of doub t, every German sol 
tiler must b e saluted. 
Anyone who 
does not do this must expect the Ger­ 
m an military to make themselves re­ 
spected b y every means.” 
H old Sm all Nations Have No Rights. 
“The fate that Belgium has called 
down upon herself is hard for the in­ 
dividual, b ut not too hard for this po­ 
litical structure 
(Staatsgeb ilde), for 
the destinies of the immortal great na­ 
tions stand so high that they cannot 
b u t have the right, in case of need, to 
stride over existence tlmt cannot de­ 
fend themselves, b ut live, as parasites, 
upon the rivalries of tin« great,”—Prof. 
II. Oncken, In Suddeutsche Monntsheft, 
(South German Monthly.) 
Would they have dared to defend 
such a policy if they could Jmve seen 
the announcement sent out b y the par­ 
ish of St. Hndeiin with its silent elo­ 
quence?

Lieutenant 
Radfeis was quartered in the mayor’s 
house and there had 
two prisoners 
(tied together) on a short whip, and in 
case anything happened they were to 
b e killed. 
“Oct. 11th. We had no fight, b ut wc 
caught ab out 20 men and shot them. 
(From the dairy of Bomb ardier Wetzel, 
Second Mounted Battery, First Knr- 
hessian Field Artillery, Regiment No 
11.)” 
The Germans also found It con­ 
venient on many occasions to secure 
civilians, b oth men nnd women, who 
could b e forced to march or stand in 
front of the troops, so that the country­ 
men of the civilians would b e com­ 
pelled first to kill their own people if 
they 
resisted 
the 
Germans. 
This 
usage is illustrated in the following: 
Letter of Lieutenant Eb erlein. 
“Octob er 7, 19 14. 
“But we arrested three other civil­ 
ians, nnd then I had a b rilliant idea. 
We gnve them chairs, nnd we then or 
dered them to go and sit out in the 
middle of tb e street. 
On their part, 
pitiful entreaties; on ours, a few b lows 
from the b utt end of the rifle. 
Little 
b y little one b ecomes terrib ly callous 
at this b usiness. 
At last they were 
all seated outside in the street. 
I dc 
not know what anguished prayers they 
may have said b ut I noticed that their 
hands were convulsively clasped the 
whole time. I pitied these fellows, b ut 
the method was immediately effective 
“The flank fire from the houses 
quickly diminished, so that we wort 
ab le to occupy the opposite house and 
thus to dominate the principal street. 
Every living b eing who ehW ed himseli 
In the street was shot. 
The artillery 
on its side had done good work all this 
time, and when, toward seven o’clock 
in the evening, the b rigade advanced 
to the assault to relieve us I w as 1n 
a position to report that Saint Dh 
had b een cleared of the enemy. 
“Later on I learned that the regi 
ment of reserve which entered Saint 
Die further to the north had tried the 
same experiment. 
The four civilians 
whom they had compelled In the same 
way to sit out in 
the street were 
killed b y French b ullets. I myself saw 
them lying in the middle of the street 
near the hospital.

home life at Mount Vernon 
was divided Into three peri­ 
ods: (1) From 1752, when as 
a y outh of twenty he inherited the 
I family estate, to 1775, when he left to 
take command of the Revolutionary 
army : (2) from Christmas r» e, 17S3, 
i when he returned home after peace 
had been made, until 17.89, when he 
became president; (3) from 1797, when 
he retired from the presidency , to 1799, 
when he died. 
During the war and 
during his presidency he visited the 
place occasionally , but only for a few 
day s at a time. 
Some delightful glimpses into this 
; happy home life are given by Paul 
Wilstach in “Mount Vernon,” published 
by Doubleday , Page & Co. 
W 
HEN George Washington became 
master of the Virginia mansion 
1 It was not nearly so large as it is to­ 
day , for he built the banq uet hall on 
| the north, the library on the south, the 
i third story , the verandas, colonnades, 
piazza and tower, the great barn and 
many of the other outbuildings, be­ 
sides lay ing out and planting the gar­ 
dens. 
It was not until after his marriage 
to “the charming widow," Martha Dnn- 
dridge Custis, in 1759, that the family 
life really began. 
With Mrs. Washington came the two 
children of her former marriage, Mar­ 
tha and John Parker Custis. 
“These four were the nucleus of a 
busy and ex tensive life on the estate. 
The gradual accumulation of shoemak­ 
ers, tailors, smiths, carpenters, wheel­ 
wrights, 
masons, 
charcoal 
burners,, 
farmers, millers, hostlers, house and 


Is near by , was practically unknown. 
Distances were great, travelers came 
with their own coach and horses and 
servants, and an arrival meant addi­ 
tional places at the master’s table and 
In the servants’ hall, additional beds, 
stabling and feed for from six to 
twelve horses. It was part of the flex ­ 
ible, cordial social sy stem, and the 
hospitality and provision was on a 
large scale. 
Every one was welcome: 
brothers and sisters, nephews and 
nieces, and cousins to remote degrees; 
friends passing north and south, cross­ 
ing from Mary land to lower Virginia, 
or only on their way to the plantation 
nex t bey ond. Not least welcome were 
strangers, with and often without let­ 
ters. 
“Rainy day s, or the early winter 
evenings, were devoted to cards. Wash­ 
ington’s account books Indicate that 
play ing cards were q uickly used up. 
The profit and loss columns record his 
winnings aud losses, which at times 
mounted to nine pounds at a sitting. 
It was a liberal age. 
Not only was 
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gambling on a moderate scale consid­ 
ered a fashionable diversion, but the 
| family at Mount Vernon patronized 
the lotteries on various occasions.”

FTER the fashion of most old 
•ginia homes, the kitchen was 
In a detached house nex t to the big 
house, and processions of pickaninnies 
carried the flenped dishes across the 
lawn into the family dining room. The 
modern or even the now old-fashioned 
cookstove was unknown. The altar of 
this temple was a great fireplace with 
an opening which would accommodate 
half a dozen grown persons. 
Here 
andirons held wood cut to cord size, 
and often oak logs which strained a 
brace of black backs to lift into place. 
Cranes of iron, wrought in the black­ 
smith shop over the bill, swung steam­ 
ing kettles above the glowing coals. 
Quarters of beef, y oung suckling pigs, 
and rows of fowl, game and domestic, 
were roasted on spits. Corn pone and 
sweet potatoes nestled In the ashes.” 
They refurnished the house almost 
throughout, ordering the goods from 
London, where the Virginia colonial 
dames did most of their shopping, 
though it was then more distant than 
is Japan today . 


U 'U IIEY 
both 
were early 
risers, 
1 though breakfast was not early 
for all the household. 
Washington in 
winter often made his own fire in his 
library , and there, over his,correspond­ 
ence and accounts, did an immense 
amount of work in a few hours. Mrs. 
Washington rose when he did and di­ 
rected the beginning of the day ’s do­ 
mestic duties info easy and ordered 
channels. 
After breakfast he rode 
out on one of his horses to overlook 
the laborers on the various farms Into 
which he divided Mount Vernon estate, 
and 
returned, according to Custis, 
‘punctual as the hand of a clock, at a 
q uarter to three 
. ^ . 
and retired 
to his room to dress, as was his cus­ 
tom.’ Mrs. Washington chose the first 
hour for religious devotion in her own 
room, an unfailing custom her life 
long. 
Dinner was a mid-afternoon 
meal 
after the Southern tradition. 
Washington rarely ate any supper, 
though it was alway s spread for his 
household and guests. When at Mount 
Vernon it was his habit to retire at 
nine o’clock.”

H 
ERE are some ex tracts from the 
diary of John Hunter, a London 
merchant, who spent a day and a night 
at Mount Vernon In 178 5: 
“The general came In again, with his 
hair neatly powdered, a clean shirt 
on. a new plain drab coat, white waist­ 
coat and white silk stockings. 
At 
three dinner was on the table, and we 
were shown by the general Into an­ 
other room, where every thing was set 
off with a peculiar taste, and at the 
same time very neat and plain. 
The 
general sent the bottle about pretty 
freely after dinner, and gave success 
to the navigation of the Potonmc for 
his toasts, which he has very much 
at heart, . . .” 
“We had a very elegant supper 
about that time. 
The general with a 
few glasses of champagne got q uite 
merry , and being with his intimate 
friends, laughed and talked a good 
deal. Before strangers he is generally 
very reserved, and seldom say s a word 
. 
. . 
At twelve I had the honor of 
being lighted up to my bedroom by the 
general himself. . . . 
“When the general takes his coaeli 
out he alway s drives six horses; to 
his chariot he only put« four. 
. 
. 
. 
I fancy he is worth 100,000 pounds 
sterling and lives at the rate of 3,000 
or 4 000 a y ear.” . . . 


I 
N the final period the life at Mount 
Vernon was livelier thnn ever—the 
good, old-fashioned life of a Virginia 
country gentleman; open house to all; 
many guests, both American and for­ 
eign, but both George and Martha 
Washington restricted certain time for 
their own. 
“After dinner he spent an Interval 
talking with them, ‘with a glass of Ma­ 
deira by his side,’ and then withdrew 
to his library again, where he made a 
hasty survey of the newspapers, of 
which he received a great many , and 
retired for the night at nine o’clock, 
if possible without appearing at sup­ 
per. 
“When the gentlemen of the Alex ­ 
andria assemblies sent their polite in­ 
vitation to the general and his wife for 
their winter dances he replied that his 
dancing day s were over. But he drove 
up to town freq uently for visits that 
included a duck dinner at Mine Host 
Gadsby ’s City hotel, a review of Cap­ 
tain Piercy ’s Independent Blues, and 
the casting of his last vote. The poll­ 
ing place was up a flight of outside 
steps, so rickety that when the huge

Transportation to Blame.

‘‘Fourth—Through the large consum­ 
ing areas we have been living on re­ 
serves through the period of scant sup­ 
plies. 
These reserves are approach­ 
ing exhaustion. 
“Fifth—We have been unable to 
transport to seaboard the necessary 
foodstuffs for rhe allies.
